the Alexandria. 

Mr. Koster was the principal 
Speaker at the gathering. He spoke 


of serious problems that confront 


the nation, urged the keeping of “a 
level head” in confronting these 
problems and pleaded that the Jap- 
anese situation be handled firmly 
but with sympathy. 

“We are in a very remarkable 
period,” he said. “The world's af- 
fairs are critical and the affairs of 
the nation are surrounded with dif- 
ficulties. As never before, good, 
old, fundamental principles ought to 
be restated and the people should’ 
be receptive to good, substantial 
truth. 

“We are all integral parts of a 
great nation. We must be citizens 
and give to ourselves that measure 
of protection which is required. 
Now necessary it is that we should 
devote ourselves to the very essence 
of this requirement. We should 
strive to safeguard the itberty 
given us by the Constitution of the 
United States. 

BROADER THAN UNREST. 


“The most serious problem con- 
fronting us today is seen in the ef- 
forts of certain organizations to 
bring about 2 complete change 
through the overthrowing of the 

evernment. We hear so much talk 

ut industrial unrest. The situa- 
tion is much broader than that. It 
makes itself manifest in industry 
because there it is most easily 
brought to a head. We should be 
careful and understand ourselves in 
what we do. 

“You have made great progress 
through organized effort. I take it 
that the community goes forward 
as rapidly as intelligent leadership 
in developed. Yours is a great com- 
munity. and I belleve thet your 
Spiritual progress is in proportion. 
What the nation shall be is de- 
Pendent upon the attitude that the 
Sommunity takes towird it, and we 
Must realize that we have a great 
@uty to perform. Hence I make 
this plea—that we, blessed as we 
re with American citizenship, rise 
@bove the realm of national patriot- 
fem and impose upon ourselves an 
attitude of generosity.

OUR SOVEREIGNTY. 


“Some of ug have been trying to 
bring about a campaign to so 
educate our averaze «:itizens that 
they will realize what American 
citizenship means. Let me urge 
onee more that we take into our 
hearts the feeling of our own per- 
sonal responsibility—that we are a 
part of the nation. I would like to 
drive that home, the meening of the 
sovereignty of America. citizenship, 
for no one dares hold his head as 
high as him who can say, ‘I am an 
American citizen.’ 

“Men of business are supposed to 
be practical men, and to be prac- 
tical in n@iness is to be able to 


see those forces bearing upon busi- 
ness. And we are not practical if 
we do not devote ourselves to keep-

and Ellis Parker Butler, the humor- 
ist, stated that he has learned the 
recipe for reaping applause at any 
Los Angeles banquet, and that {« to 
mention the name of Frank Wig- 
gins. 

Mr. Moreland, in surrendering his 
gavel to President McFie, reviewed 
the activities and progress of the 
local chamber during the last year. 

Mr. McFie, who is the youngest 
man ever elected to the presidency 
of the Chamber of Commerce, also 
poke on Americanism. He stated 
that “one of the admirable signs of 
the times is that we are reverting 
te the spirit of our forefathers.”

to come Before the 1920 grand jury, 
which was sworn in yesterday before 
Judge Willis. 

Miss Flora N. Hunter, the only 


Woman left on the panel by yester- 


day, was excused from duty because 
of business affairs that need her at- 
tention, „This leaves the jury entire- 
ly composed of men. The 1919 
grand jury had five women as mem- 
bers. The court named James Irv- 
ing, an assayer of 702 South Spring 
Street, who was once secretary of 
a county — jury and a member 
recently of a Federal grand jury, as 
foreman.

~The judge in giving instructions 
declared that he believed the jury 
was made up of men 166 per cert. 
American. This, he said, is import- 
ant in view of the conditions in the 
United.

The court said: Every person has 
the right of free speech in express- 
ing an opinion as to a change in 
government so long as he uses lawful 
means. But whenever a person ad- 
vocates violence involving destruc- 
tion of life or property or a change 
in government by any means pro- 
hibited by the statutes it is the duty 
of the jurors, if they believe such a 
person guilty, to return an indict- 
ment. - 
The judge further said that he ex- : 
pects the jurors to exercise the same 
economy and efficiency that they 
expect from other county officers. 
The court asked that the annual 
report be made to the court eariier 
han has been usual, urging that ft 
forthcoming by November 1, for * 
the reason that such recommenda- 
tions as are made must be before the 
State Legislature by fall. ;

POINTS TO ARMY AS 
GREAT TRADE SCHOOL. 


MAJ. NM. R. FAY, DETAILED TO 
EXPLAIN WORK, TALKS 
BEFORE AD MEN, 


Col. W. A. Shunk. who has charge 
of the army recruiting district of 
Southern California. with headquar- 
ters in Los Angeles, has detailed 
Maj. Herbert R. Fay to present the 
plan of the new peace-time army 


to the various fraternal, civic, indus- 
trial and commercial bodies of the 
citvy and district. 

Maj. Fay has had a number of 
years of experience in g4rious 
branches of both the National Guard 
and the Regular Army. For a num- 
mer of years he filled the post of 
fire commander of the Foerth Fire 
Command of the coust defenses of 
California. Prior to his assignment 
to the regular establishment he 
was the assisant adjutant-general of 
the State. He is especially fitted 
mentally and by practical experience 
for the special work assigne 
by the War Department through Col. 
Shunk. 

The major, in an address before 
a meeting of the Ad Club in the as- 
sembly room of the Alexandria Ho- 
tel, said: 

“The United States Army. or as it 
is now popularly known, the peace- 
time army, is engaged in a nation- 
wide plan of correct Americaninza- 
tion. Any young man who can meet 
the physical requirements and en- 
ters the service must first learn to 
speak and think in the English lan- 

“He is not only taught to speak 
and think correctly, but he aie 
take up vocational training under 
the best and most competent in- 
etructors and teachers obtainable. 
This training includes almost every 
branch of study. from that of the 
most scientific character to what is 
ordinarily termed skilled manual! 
labor. So that after a three-year 
enlistment the young man leaves 
the army with $1000 in money and 
is competent to open up a garage, 
a machine shop, take charge of a 
chemical laboratory or act in the 
capacity of an expert accountant. 

“The plan of the present peace- 
time army comprehends the making 
of such men that when they leave 
the army at the expiration of their 
enlistment they are fitted and pre- 
pared to become successful business 
and professional men. This plan is 
a very marked improvement and a 
decided advance over the old army 
as it existed prior to the creat wur. 
and the earnest desire and purpose 
of the War Department are to ac. 
quaint every d-blooded American 
with what is being done. This will 
result in an active co-operative feel- 
ing between the intelligent Iten 
and the army as an American inst l- 
tution.” 

The major stated that an increase 
of at least 20 per cent. in the en- 
listed man's pay is expected soon.

Mrs. Etelka Allen Tells Great 


Composer's Methods.

Visitor Attracted by Golden 
Cataract of Sound.

Late yesterday afternoon, as twi- 
light settled down, Miss Helen H. 
Worthington, a visitor from New 
York, stood on thb sidewalk in front 
of 68 South Westlake avenue, lis- 
tening intently to a golden cataract 
of sound which poured from the 
window of the second story of the 
building. When the music ceased 
the young woman walked to the 
door, rang the bell and when the 
musician, a woman, appeared, the 
visitor said. “I do not wish to in- 
trude, but I just wanted to say that 
I never heard Liszt played like that 
hefare 

“| thank you,” replied the other 
woman, smiling, “but I never hope 
to be able te do justice to the com- 
position of my old master Franz 
Lisst.”’ 


The speaker was Mrs. Etelka Will- 
heim-Allen, the last pupil of Liszt 


and the only living woman to have 


studied under the noted composer, 
Quietly, although not altogether 
in obscuritv, for she is still young 


Mrs. Allen has been living in Los 
Angeles for some time, although she 
never appears in public, her time be- 
ing devoted entirely to teaching. 

Mrs. Allen, who is vice-president 
of the Liest Followers’ Club of New 
York. of which Christine Haller is 
president, is one of the six living 
pupib of Liszt, all of whom are in 
America. The others are Arthur 
Friedheim of New York, Guiseppe 
Ferrata of New Orleans, John Orth 
of Boston. . W. Reesberg of New 


‘York and Constantin von Sternberg 


of Philadelphia. 

All of the pupils, with the excep- 
tion of Mrs. Allen, are now on the 
sunset slopes of life, Mr. Sternberg 
being about 70 years of age, and all 
of them were grown and had been 
studying under Liszt for years when 
Mrs Allen, then only a little girl, 
was accepted as a member of Liszt's 
class. Mrs. Allen, whose maiden 
name was Willheim, was born in 
Budapest. Hungary, in which city 
Liszt alwavs spent eight months out 
of every year, the remaining four 
months being spent at Weimar. 

After having completed her studies 
at the Musical Academy at Buda- 
pest. under the famous Erkel, Mrs. 
Allen. at a concert at which Liszt 
was present. played one of his com- 
positions. After the concert he came 
upon the platform, greeted the per- 
former with a kiss and invited her 
to come to see him the next day. This 


him 


was the beginning of Mrs. Allen's four 
vears with the great pianist and com- 
poser. In fact, the last public act of 
Liszt was the awardjng to Mrs. Al- 
len of the Liszt Stipend, a prize 
which the Hungarian government 
gave to Liszt to give to his favorite 
pupil of each vear 

“He was one of the greatest, kind- 
est men who ever lived,” said Mrs. 


Allen yesterday. “His religion was 
music and love was his message to 
the world. Ali his mefodies car- 
ried the voice of love. either in ..s 
deepest sorrow or in its highest 
ecstasy. I believe he could have 
tamed a wild beast into a higher 
type of being. 

“In this day of commercialism It 
is pleasant to reffect that Lisat nev- 
er accepted a penny from mis pupils. 
ven all his concerts were given for 
charity. his only income being from 
the sale of his compositions. With 
his pupils he had infinite patience. 
He had no special method of teach- 
ing. but insisted that his pupils ex- 
presse themselves in their own way. 
would have played that different- 
ly.” hew ould sometimes say to & 
pupil, but you did it your own way 
—and perhaps that is best for you. 
Copy nobody. Be free.’ 

‘The last time I saw Liazt was 
just before he left Budapest, nev- 
er to return alive. It was at a ban- 
quet given to his favorite pupils at 
the Hotel Hungaria on the- eve of 
his departure for Beyreuth, gwhere 
he died soon afterward. There was 
a Hungarian Gypsy band pfesent. 
Liszt being very fond of Gypsy 
music. When the band stopped 
playing. Liszt was asked to per- 
form and he complied cheerfully. 
Refore leaving he kissed hig pupils, 
touching his lips to the cheek of 
each one, and they in turn kissed 
the master’s hand. The leader of 
the Gypsy band approached him and 
received the same salutation given 
the pupils, but instead of kissing 
Liszt on the hand, the Gypsy king 
kissed him on the cheek. Liszt was 
deeply moved by this demonstration 
of affection and as he left the din- 
ing-room, his eyes were filled with 
tears.”

POMONA CRAFTSMAN PERHAPS

Mr. Pelton, who is the 
father-in-law of Mayor W. A. Vande- 
Frift of Pomona, is now in his nine- 
tieth year. He has been continuously 
in the harness business for seventy- 
two years, having begun to learn 
his trade on April 4, 1848, Mr. Pelton 
believes that he is now the oldest 
active harness maker. 

Hie sus that in all his career he 
has hardly missed a day from his 
work. He is still hale and hearty, 
in possession of al) hig faculties, and 
does mere work than many a man 
of half his vears. 

Mr. Pelton was born at Gustavus, 
Trumbull county, Ohio, July 5, 1829, 
His work as harness maker began 
in Ohio, also, the first emplover be- 
Ing Harmon Barrows at Chagrin 
Falls.

WAITER TELLS HIS SIDE OF IT.

Veteran of City’s Best Eating Places Says He has 
Managed by Care to Save Hundred Dollars in 
Three Y ears of Hard, Constant W ork. 


He is a waiter. For years he has 
waited on all sorts and conditions of 
men, before prohibition, and since. 
The gilded hotel dining-rooms, the 
gay cabarets, the secluded und 
revered nooks, where the menu's the 
thing, are the laboratories in which 
he has studied the world and its 
problems, complications and human 
frailties. He wanted to unbosom him- 
self—to tell the public the other 
side of the waiter's life and problem. 
and the “inside stuff” on this wait- 
ers’ strike; so he came to The Times 
and asked to be given a hearing. 
Here ig what he had eo say: 

“I've been a waiter for many 
years. The public does not appreci- 
ate our problems, and the waiter 
does not always get fair play. I. for 
one, and most of the waiters, I be- 
lieve, object to the tip system. It is 
degrading. It ie not fair, to the ma- 
jority of the men who walt on the 
tables, for in every place where 
tips predominate, soma walters get 
the best tables and reap the richest 
reward, 

“You look upon the faces of the 
waltera_in the best cafes and restau- 
rants. You hardly will see a young 
man. It's always, almost, a man 
over 35—one who can subordinate 
himself. Tips are responsible for 
that, in a great degree, but I'm 
afraid the tip system cannot be abol- 
ished. The cafe owners will not pay 
enough money, because they know 
that some customers will insist on

“But how about these tips’? In the 
first place, they are not so numer- 
ous as they used to be.

“As a rule, it is the man who leads 
a double life that tips the heaviest.

The substantial, regular 
customer, the business man or pro- 
fessional man, who eats in the best 
Places, leaves only a smal) tip. We 
waiters resent the implication that

But 
it also takes time to give that sort 
of service, And, try as you may, un- 
less you are in an unusual place or 
under unusual circumstances, you 
cannot make a lot of mioney, even if 
you are an artist. 
STRIKE DEMAND. 

In the easentials, what we asked 
before we Went on strike is a neces- 
sary incréase in pay. Two dollars a 
day. from which most of us pay 25 
cents to the busboy— the fellow who 
does the heavy work and gets $15 
a month—is not enough. We did not 
want to strike; we wanted to com- 
promise. We do not care for the 
union. That's not the thing. We 
Wanted to tell our problems to the 
employers, but did not get a chance. 
This strike is going to hurt the cafe 
owners, as weil as the walters, and 
ite unfortunate. But we have 
reached the state where he had to 
choose. So we decided. We feel that 
if we lowe and do not get our jobs 
back we'll be as well off——we'd bet- 
ter be out of the game altogether, 
digging ditches or something like 
that. We must make enough money | 
to live or we must change our jobs. 

“Just one thing more. Take my 
case, for instance. I've been a walter 
here for years. I've worked in the 
biggest cafes and cabarets, in Ver- 
non, and in a place considered the 
best In town. Look! Here ts my bank 
book. Iam a married man and have 
two children. They are not dressed 
or raised expensively—in fact, only 
very simply. I have no bad habits— 
do not smoke or drink or spend 
money on anything outside. In three 
years of constant work—most of it 
at $1.16 a day. and the last four 
months at $2, plus the tips, and I've 
had all sorts of customers and all 
sorts of tips—1 managed to save 
$100. Judge for yourself if a walter 
is reaping a golden harvest.”

Davis to stay, 
Mr. Davis asserts, only because she 
can aasist in clerical work and fur- 
nish muste for religious meetings. 

Because of the bishop's influence 
over Mrs. Davis, the husband de- 
clares, she has been estranged and 
her affection for him ts destroyed. 

Bishop Gentry stated that Mr. 
Davis took the wife to the Gentry 
home last January and paid for 
room and board for more than «a 
month. 

“He sald his wife was broken 
down, was nervous and he could do 
nothing with her.“ the bishop said. 
“He had to do something, he said. 
or elee send her to an asylum 1 
prayed for her and ministered to 
her. I prayed every day in order 
to give her some sleep. She would 
come te my room, and Mr. Davis 
bécame jealous.” 

Bishop Gentry laughed when he 
stated this, and remarked: > 

don't see why he should be 
jealous of me at my age. I do the 
same work that the Apostie Paul 
aid. I get no pay for it. 

“Mr. Davis left his wife at my 
home—left without saying a word. 
She asked me to keep her, as she 
had no means of support. She be- 
came well and assists me as a means 
of being maintained. 

“Curing by prayer is done every 
day. Christ has the power through 
me. Tam His minister.” 

Bishop Gentry was born in — 
tucky in 1836. Hie wife is dead. 
His parishioners are of the poorer 
class who seek the Assembly of God 
for religious and physical help. Mrs. 
Davis is about 45 yeard old.

Present Police Force Sadly 
Inadequate, Says Chief. 


Officers Work from Twelve 
to Twenty Hours a Day. 


Half. the City Unavoidably 
Left Unprotected Now. 


“My men are working night and 
day. Many of the officers, both in 
the detective bureau and the other 
departments, are giving from twelve 
to twenty hours out of every twen- 
ty-four to the city. We are attempt- 
ing to rid Las Angeles of the 
‘crook’ element that has flooded the 
community. We are going to clean 
up Los Ange d we have tne 
clean-up well under way now, but 
we must have more men if we are 
to finish the job in proper style.” 

This is what Chiet of Police Home 
declared yesterday in making a plea 
for more polleeman for Ls An- 
gelesa. According to Chief Home. 
the smal? number of men on the 
police force compels many of the 
members of the department to work 
ulmost night and day. Every efor; 
la being made by the department to 
clean up the city, according to the 
‘hief, but the people of Los An-

JUDGE, WELLS SEEKS INTENSE 
CHRISTIAN ACTIVITY 
IN CAMPAIGN, 


to prove the sincerity of their faith. 
Judge Hugh N. Wells, chairman of 
the Near East Relief, for Southern 
California, last night iesued e call 
for church workers to mobilize for 


the Near East Relief campaign. 

The people of Los Angeles, he 
stated, are ready to support the cam- 
alan, and already more cenerous 
donations have been made than 
were given last year In the drive 
to help suffering Armenivne and 
Svrians. But the contributioné of 
all the people can only be secured, 
he points out, If the churches, which 
form the nucleus of the campaign. 
will fling themeelves into an ‘ntense 
activity to collect these gifts. In a 
formal statement issued last night. 
Judge Wells said: 

“Why do we intist that the 
churches assume the responsibility 
of our canvass? There are three 
Answers to. this question. 

First, this tis a distinctly religious 
and Christian appeal. If the church 
will not assume the responsibility. 
we have no right to ask anyone to 
Assume it. If Christians are not 
interested in saving the orphane of 
the martyrs who died for their faith 
in the Near East and their (daugh- 
ters who are imprisoned in Turkish 
harems, we cap hardly ask anyone 
else to be interested. 

“Second. all the war and relie’ 
organizations have gone ont of ex- 
istence since the armistice ond it 
the churches will not supply the 
campaign machinery, can be 
no canvas. 

“Third, in calling upon the church- 
es, we are really calling uron all 
that remains of the war orvuniza- 
tions. The Red Cross chapters and 
the War Savings societies were arge 
ly combinations of the woman's se- 
cieties and the young peoples so- 
eleties of the churches.” 


FIND ROSARY RELICS.

Used in “Mission Play.” 


Recently, while the Franciscan 
fathers of the old mission at Santa 


Barbara were making explorations 
among the ruins of that ancient 
structure, they discovered nine sets 
of rosaries worn by the companions 
of Fray Junipero Serra during the 
years between 1769 and 1784. 

These rosaries are of a mediaeval! 
type rarely seen now. The beads are 
of wood and very large. held to- 
gether on strings of rawhide. The 
crucifixes are blackened with age 
and the corners rounded with use. 
A century and a half ago the friars 
wore these rosaries on their journeys 
from mission to mission between 
San Diego and Monterey. 

By direction of Fray Julius. fa- 
ther superior of Santa Barbara, these 
ancient relics were sent to John Ste- 
ven McGroarty at San Gabriel. 
where they were used yesterday for 
the first time by Frederick Warde 
and other actors in “The Mission 
Play,” the choice of selection having 
been accorded Mr. Warde in memory 
of Fray Junipero Serra.

But to go back to the “Catbird.” 

Mr. Drew is discovered shuffling 
und puttering about his hollyhocks, 
rattlesnakes, spiders, scorpidns and 
fish. For he is a serene ecologist, 
and no less a snooping old neighbor 
spying on the myriad amours and 
struggics and renewals, the ro- 
mances and tragedies and comedies 
going on amid the lilacs and in- 
sects in his garden. There is the 
violent invasion of that garden by a 
young girl in full flight from a too 
ardent suitor which distracts his at- 
tention for a time to the human 
species. 
The goings on of the human ani- 
mals, complicated as they are by 
such fresh factors as remorse, 
modesty, scandal and the newspa- 
per. make an alluring study to one 
who has become such an incorrigi- 
bie eavesdropper in his laboratory, 
that it is a natural enough step from 
the microscope to the keyhole. How 
he intervenes and takes charge.

ANTI-MODERNIST. 


Prefers Pathway of Melody to 
Tonal Organizations.

Mana Zucca, the versatile young 
woman who, this afternoon at 
Clune’s Auditorium, is to play with 
the Los Angeles Symphony Or- 
chestra. is confounding the wise- 
acres who always insist that a 

prodigy never lives to justify the 
promise of his or her youth.

Zucea is a New Yorker of Polish 
descent, hence the very un-Amer- 
jean name. She began to “make up 
tunes when she was 4 years old, 
and she played in public, with the 
Damrosch Symphony Orchestra in 
New York. when she was .

“I have written in that style. But 
I do it no longer. I was in Berlin 
when everybody was doing it. I 
studied composition with Max Vog- 
rich and Herman Spielter, and for 
a time I wrote only mgdern things. 

One 
day my parrot screeched and this 
child said, That parrot sounds just 
like your music.’ Then I stopped. 
After all music to me is melody.

After hearing Miss Zuccas con- 
certo I am of the opinion that she 
is temperamentally anti- modern. 
and that her writing in that style 
could be only a temporary burst of 
exceedingly short duration.

Unbiased 
experts confirm that view, and they 
also feel that the tawdry, barn-like 
and draughty Lexington Theater ‘s 
proving a sort of Jonah to the visit- 
ing opera company’s commendable 
aspirations. 

CRITICS GET A SCORCHING. 

Instead of seeking to lighten the 
load, assert the Chicago organiza- 
tion’s admirers, the newspaper 
critics have drawn an , exalted 
standard which they insist be main- 
tained. These critics of the music 
critics are howling because three of 
the oldest and most influentlal writ- 
ers left the “Norma” performance 
after a mediocre first act, whereas 
if they had remained with the rest 
they probably would have joined in 
the majority verdict of praise for 
Rosa Raisa and the performance 
generally, 

I have also heard that if Cam- 
panini were alive there would be 
more “flexibility” in the newspaper 
reviews.

I fear that the inferior settings, the 
depressing effect of t Lexington 
auditorium and—as I previously 
stated—attempting too much are the 
responsible elements. After the 
“Rip Van Winkle” flasco, and a 
weak “Masked Ball.!“ Mme, Galli- 
Cure! insisted on appearing when 
she Was out“ of voice. Giacomo 
Rimint's continued balkiness in re 
fusing to appear until he should as- 
sume the role of Falstaff in Verdi's 
immortal opera put Maguenat into 
“Traviata” as Germont at short vo- 
tice, and Maguenat is not a Verdi 
singer.

“I am perfectly willing to admit 
that there are all too many charla- 
tans in the musica! field.” said Mrs. 
Simmons, “but I believe that the way 
to get rid of them is to raise the 
standards and ideals of pupils and of 
the music-loving public, generally. 
rather than to require prospective 
teachers to take examinations which, 
even if free from politics, would 
depend entirely upon the instruc- 
tor's knowledge of technical terms 
and upon that alone. If a little 
knowledge of the mechanics of 
music—or even practical technique 
—is enough to qualify a person for 
teaching the divine art of music, 
then the vertest clodhopper could, 
with very little study, claim the 
right to teach. 
“But let us not be blind—nor 
deaf. A study of chemistry and 
therapeutics does not make a phy- 
sician, and we all see that fact dem- 
onstrated every day. The good doc- 
tor must have common sense and 
patience, as well as patients, and 
possess other qualities, too. A 
knowledge of mathetmatics alone 
does not make a business man, nor 
does learning alone, entitle its pos- 
to teach the youth of our 


essor 

land. A master and true teacher, 
in any une of accomplishment. 
must, in addition to knowing the 


technique, of his trade or profession, 
be a person of character and he 
must be In love with his work and in 
sympathy with his pupils. 

“I am often reminded of Samuel 

Johnson's character in Rasselas“ 
who said that some men discourse 
like angels and live like men. Some 
so-called musicians do, indeed, dis- 
course like masters—and teach like 
the devil. 

“If, in the more or less exact sci- 
ences, the teacher should know more 
than the technical side of his work 
in order to be a true success (not 
merely a commercial success,) how 
much more should this principle ap- 
ply to music, or to any other art-— 
for art, which is an attempt to ex- 
press, anda reaching ovt for the 
ideal, can never be exact. In so far 
as art is ectentifically exact. in just 
so far does tt escape the ideal. 
and I am afraid in just so far does 
it become commerctalized. 

“Today we have many singing 
teachers but few voice teachers and

GIVES FLEAS 


AN EDUCATION. 


Trainer Teaches Them How to 
Perform in Public. 


Show High Intelligence, Even 
Signs of Culture. 


As Workers They Give Points 
to Overrated Ants. 


When one speaks of trained fleas 
those who have neither seen nor 
heard of such things look askance. 
They hoot at the idea of an insect 
d diminutive being taught to do 


anything except pursue its life as a 


pest. However, fleas are trained, 
and these photographs were taken 
of them when they were at work 
on one side of a strong magnifying 
glass and the lens of the camera 
was on the other side. 

There is a troupe of trained fleas 
now in Los Angeles with the Clar- 
ence A. Wortham shows, exhiliting 
in Praeger Park under the auspices 
of the Inter-Post Council of the 
American Legion. The fleas are only 
one of a score of attractions with 
the shows, but they stand out as 
the feature attraction. 

Some four hundred members 
make up the flea circus company. 
They were all bred and trained by 
John Ruhl, a patient Swiss, who 
learned his art when a boy in the 
quiet litle republie in Europe. He 
learned his lesson well, and twenty- 
five years later he brings to Los 
Angeles the first troupe of trained 
leas ever seen in Southern Califor- 
nia. He was to have opened his 
engagement here on Monday night, 
but a tent ordered and promised 
the temperamental fleas did not ar- 
rive on time. Hence the fleas re- 
fused to work until Wednesday 
night, when the new tent arrived. 

ART OF FLEA TRAINING. 

Fiea training, says Ruhl, is an art 
and a lifetime study. And no one 
disputes him. He knows more about 
(Maus., perhaps, than other man in 
the show business, or perhaps in 


America. He puts in all his spare 


time training fleas. All his busi- 


ness hours he devotes to displaying!

What cin be Done With Our Fleas. ‘ 


In the upper panel is shown a flea acting as the motive power for a vo- 
locipede; in the lower panel is shown Trainer John Ruhl giving them 


to the public the fruits of his la- 
bers and the only troupe of trained 
fleas in the world. 

The fleas go through regular 
stages of education. First they are 
taught not to jump. This is done 
in an odd way. When a flea is se- 
lected for training he is picked out 
of a bottle between the fine points 
of a pair of tweezers. Age he is held 
bdtween its jaws by one of Ruhl's 
hands, the trainer adroity fits a 
smali gold collar around its neck. 
To this collar is attached a chain. 
This is a very small chain, but heavy 
enough to retard the flea when he 
tries to jump. In time the insect 
gives up the idea and then is taught 
something else. However, the collar 
is never taken from his neck, be- 
cause this really is his anchor. 

Ruhl has taught some fleas to fur- 
nish motive power for miniature 


models of cannon, merry-go-rounds 


and such things. He has taught 
others to lie on their backs and 
juggie diminutive cork balls with 
their many feet. Others he has la- 
bored to dress, and in their many 
colored gowns they dance on top of 
a bamboo box to the tune furnished 
by a small Swiss music instrument 
that Ruhl brought to this country 
with him. Their homes are in big 
jappanned boxes, After doing their 
little stunts, they are replaced in 
their quarters on the flannel linings 
of the box to rest in peace until 
their turn comes next. 
DO COMEDY STUNTS. 

It takes from twenty to thirty 
m4nutes for Ruhl to give his per- 
formance. Because of the fancied 
ideas of humans regarding fleas he 
has a fine strain of comedy he offers 
as his charges £0 throvgh their 
stunts. He says he can always iden- 
ty his fleas because none of them 
is ever without a collar. This col- 
lar is a fine gold band just of suf- 


‘ificient weight to keep the flea from 


jumping off the table. 

The performance is given on ,a 
big table directly in front of Ruf. 
As he finishes with one flea, he 
puts him away and takes out an- 
other to do some new trick. His 
Audience stande around the table.

That is why he feeds his own 
feas with his own blood. When 
meal time comes he places a num- 
ber of martingale rings on hie fore- 
Inside of each he has a Nea. 
There the flea remains until he bites 
into the arm and takes his bit of 
bieod. Then he ts put back in his 
iHitle compartment to wait until he 
ia wanted again. 

It takes from @ix months to one 
year te train a flea Then he lives 
av an actor out two more years. 
liuh! always has Heat in all stages of 
In a big bottle he keeps his 
acioru. They luv their esse in 
nass of white cotton. The eng de- 


velops a worm and the worm de- 


velops into a flea, as the caterpillar 
turns to a butterfly. 

What is a trained flea worth? 

To the layman nothing, but to 
John Ruhl a great deal. It would 
take che layman as long to learn 
how to work a set of fleas as it 
would a flea to learn new tricks. 
Ruhl, however, can use his fleas at 
any tine and they are winners of a 
handsome yearly income for him. 
He talks of his charges in much 
the strain that marks the world’s 
freat vircus equestriennes when they 
speak of their wonderful horses. 


THE ALPS AND

The untrained mechanic takes the 
whole rear end down and replaces 
the differential bearings with new 
ones because the old ones seemed ta 
be worn a little, adjuste the wheel 
bearings, puts in new felt oil retain- 
ers, and hands the owner a bill for 
the work and parts In the first 
place, the hum was geil there; in the 
second place, the repair shop kept 
the old ball bearings, which could 
have been used in trade for reground 
ones, and thirdiy the work was done 


so slowly that the bill naturally was 


high. 
NOT NECESSARY, 
Now this mechanic did not have to 


replace the old bearings with new 
ones as the wear was 80 slight as 
not to cause the differential to hum; 
there was no need of taking down 
the whole axle. If he found no parts 
badly worn he should have assumed 
that the netura] wear increased the 
gear backlash and brought about the 
hum, or if not that which could be 
found out by making a few adjust- 
ments, then the housing was sprung.

he does not work longer then nec- 
essary and uses the minimum time 
for a job. It is supposed that you 
always Will find the best mechanics 
in the service station of the con- 
cern who made the car. This is not 


a profit on the deal, a profit which 
you could have made your self. If 
the shop attempts the job and hasn't 
a radiator specialist. nine times out 
of ten it is a boteh job. Before you 
have a radiator repaired find out 
approximately how much it is going 
to cost. 

Dont say, “Repair the radiator.” 
but state specifically what is to be 
done to stop the leak in this place, 
or clean the radiator, or solder the 
hole in the top tank. Generator, 
starting motor, carburetor. storage 
battery and repairs of this character 
should not be given to the ordinary 
shop, but to one handling that class 
of work. In some repair shops 
where the trade is large enough 
specialists of this kind are employed. 
Otherwise the work is sent out and 
the shop makes a profit on it, at the 
same time charging you for the cost 
of sending it out and bringing it 


FIND OUT PRICE. 

When you know that parts re- 
placementa are needed find out your- 
self what the company charges for 
the parts. It is a good plan if no 
saving can be effected to allow the 
shop to buy the parts, but if there 
ie an extra charge for buying the 
parts. or @ time charre made, zo 
after the parte yourself. Another 
thing that makes this safer is that 
you then know that the parts are 
all right and net second-hand ones 
or rebuilt ones. 

Tire repairs in the small shop are 
sometimes made with the most ordi- 
nary equipment, such as a road vul- 
caniser, If the small shop has no 
facilities for doing casing work take 
the tire yourself to the tire shop 
Battery charging and battery repairs 
should be treated in a like manner,

In formulating a set of rules to 
govern boxers and boxing in the 
Jnited States, the army, navy and 
civilian beard of contro] has tackled 
4 large contract.

“Any boxer winning a champion-

“Bhould he fall to do this, or 
should he be unable to make the 
reguired weight, his title shall 
fdérfeited.” 

This, if enforced, will prevent our 
assorted champions from running 
of with a circus, or a vaudeville 
show or a movie concern. 

In recent years, and especially in 
the heavyweight division the cham- 
pionship has been merely @ means 
to an end, said end being the ac- 
cumulation of a large bankroll! by 
methods by no means bruising.

S THE forerunner of an extensive cam- 

"= paign for extermination of gophers in 
Los Angeles county, the County Farm Bu- 
reau and the Horticultural Commissioner, 
during the past few weeks, have been con- 


dence of the interest of farmers and fruit 
growers in eradicating this pest, it is only 
necessary to state that more than fifteen 
hundred persons were in attendance during 
the series to hear and see F. E. Garlough 
of the Burau of Biological. Survey demon- 
strate how the work.is done. 

The annual loss to crops in Californie 
from the ravages of the gopher has never 
been computed, but is believed to run into 
millions. Surveys in eastern States 
important agriculturally as Califor- 
ve shown a loss of several million 
for a single crop. It is stated on

When one considers the large va- 
of crops grown in California, most 
hich are attacked by this pest, and 


then includes the fruit interests of the 
State, which suffer severely from the work 
of gophers, there is hardly a doubt but that 
an estimate of several millions of dollars 
loss due to these animals is well within 
the facts. 

PROBLEM A REAL ONE. 

There is very great need of active efforts 
to control or eradicate this ubiquitous pest, 
say agricultural authorities. Racognizing 
that the problem is larger than that of the 
individual, and requires community, coun- 
ty, and even State-wide cooperation, the 
California Legislature of 1917 passed a 
Rodent Control Act, which makes it com- 
pulsory on the part ef land owners to con- 
trol ground squirrels and gophers. It was 
for the purpose of educating the public as 
to the best methods for doing this work that 
the series of demonstrations, the first of 
their kind ever staged in Los Angeles coun- 
ty, Was arranged. 

Gopher control is more difficult than is 
the control of squirrels. It is for this rea- 
son that the enforcement of the act with 
reference to gophers has been delayed. It 
is possible, however, to practically control 
the gopher, providing the growers will go

MOLE AND GOPHER CONFUSED. 


While many are inclined to confuse the 
mole and gopher, the difference between the 
two is very pronounced, and the former & 


for its control. Mole injury at most is prin- 
cipally occasioned by thé runs, since the 
animal does not directly injure or destroy 
crops. The gopher, however, is a ravenous | 
feeder and, not content with immediately 
eating all he needs, stores up large supplies 
in underground vaults. 

Rather effective agencies active in keep- 
ing gophers reduced in numbers are the 
many natural enemies, including hawks, 
owls, weasels, foxes, coyotes, badgers, 
skunks and snakes of several kinds. Cer 
tain of these, such as the owls and gopher 
snake, should be protected as harmless to 
humans. Others are about as harmful as 
beneficial, while still others, as the rat- 
tlesnake, although good gopher extermina- 
tors, must be ruthlessly eradicated. But at 
best natural control will not suffice. More 
must aid, if gophers are to be kept down 
or controlled, say those back of the rodent- 
control work.

This instr 
ment, which consists ot a bar with sharp- 
ened ends of unequal dio meter, with a side 
foot rest for pushing it in hard ground, is 
used to find the runway by probing either 
about or between the nounds. The slen- 
der end is used for fn ing the runway, 
which is really a much les difficult task 
than one would suppose. Wi en the runway 
is located, and there is p>» difficulty in 
knowing when it is fou the larger énd 
is used to enlarge the h to the runway. 
A piece of bait is then dropped into the 
runway and the probe hole sealed up. After

SPRAYING FOR PEST CONTROL A — NN. 
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TROFTTABIE FORM OF INSURANCE. 


HE losses resulting from the inreads 

of pests and diseases on fruit trees in 

the United States annually amount to 
millions of dollars. In fact, there is prob 
ably no other source of loss in the fruit 
orchard of such great importance and 80 
general as the depredations of pests and 
diseases. And the unfortunate feature of 
it all is that a very large part of this annual 
loss could be avoided if fruit growers in 
general were sufficiently alert and well in- 
formed to undertake control or preventive 
measures at the proper time. 


Realizing the magnitude of the crop 
wastage due to these two causes, the Fed- 
eral Department of Agriculture and the 
various State agricultural experiment sta- 


ments of plant pathology 
entomology for the purpose of investigating 
these difficulties and working out methods 
of control or prevention. That they have 
done their work well is attested by the fact 
that entirely satisfactory and practicable 


worked out. While there are still many 
problems in these two fields to be solved, 
the success of these institutions in solving 
80 many of them during the past fifty years 
and more, augurs well for the future. 
Forehandedness is ot the utmost value to 
the fruit grower. Au ounce of preven 
is truly worth a pound of cure when it comes 
to handling pests and diseases. After the 
damage is done, it is too late to undertake 
preventive measures. And yet there are 
many growers who fail to see any catise for 
worry until it is practically too late to do 
anything to save their crops. The grower 
who satisfactortly controls his pests and dis- 
eases ts the man who keeps himself in- 
formed as to the condition of his trees and 
at the first indications of trouble under- 
takes suitable preventive measures. With 
certain of the more common diseases and 


pests of fruit trees, in fact, progressive 


growers have learned that preventive meas- 
ures are the best form of insurance they 
can take out even though it might be poses 
ble to eseape infestation occasionally.

A spray recommended for application fust 
before the trees come into bloom to con- 
trol scab is three gallons lime-sulphur to 100 
gallons water. 

The first lead arsenate application is often 
combined with nicotine sulfate and lme- 
sulfur for scab and aphis. Such a spray is 
made up according to the following formula: 
Lime-sulfur, three gallons: water, 100 gal 
lons; one-half pint black leaf 40, and six 
pounds lead arsenate paste

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warm interior valleys in California that are 
adaptable to successful cotton growing. 

In 1912 im the Salt River Valley, Arizona, 
there were 400 acres of cotton while in 1919 
there were over 90,000 acres planted. At 
present there is only one variety, Pima, a 
long-staple evolved from Afifi that 
game from DPeypt, planted in the Salt River 
Valley. It has been found by experience, 
and other valleys or districts can profit 
therefrom, that only one variety should be 
planted in any one locality. If more than 
one variety is planted, there is soon a mix- 
ture of lint that is discounted considerably 
in the markets. Other valleys have planted 
short-staple varieties and Melbane's 
Triumph” and “The Lone Star” are well 
known in Arizona. 
The ideal cotton land is a good, rich, loam 
soll. It can be safely said that any good 
corn land is good cotton land, but it has 
been conclusively demonstrated that the raw 
desert lands do not as a rule produce prof- 

‘able crops of cotton. Cotton drains land 
of fertility and therefore all refuse and cot- 
ton stalks should be plowed into the land 
and not burned unless troubled by cotton 
pests. 

In preparing land for cotton, plow: early 
and deep and prepare a good seed bed be- 
fore planting. After deeply irrt- 
gate to four or five feet. As soon there- 
after as possible relevel all uneven spots in 
the land and work up a good seed bed. It is 
important that cotton should be irrigated 
evenly. it the soil is too dry at this time, 
irrigate again and work up a fresh seedbed. 
Do not apply water while cotton is young, 
but store the water in the soll before plant- 
ing. If land is prepared as above, the cot- 
ton may be planted in level rows. 

If the cotton is to be planted on raised 
furrows the land that has been plowed 
deeply may be laid off with a middle burster 
and irrigated down these furrows. As soon 
as possible following the irrigation strape 
off the tops of the rows down to moist soil 
with a plank scraper and plant. 

If planting long-staple, plant in rows four 
feet apart and three feet if for short-staple. 
Plant plenty of seed, say from twenty-five to 
thirty pounds per acre. This will insure 
a good stand and protect against insect 
— that sometimes destroy the young

ON WIND-SWEPT AREA. 


One hundred and eighty thousand euca- 
lyptus trees are to be planted within the 
next thirty days by the Ontario and Chino 
farm centers, which are directing the wind- 
break project to alleviate conditions in the 
windswept area extending between the 
Fontana Land Company area and Buclid 
avenue, Ontario. This district has long 
been’ severely handicapped by the absence 
of plantings to break the severe north and 
éast winds, and it is expected that effective 

results will come from the farmers’ efforts 
in their tree-planting project. 

Arratgements have been made with the 
forestry commission of the county to carry 
on the plantings along the county roadways 
and it is expected that a week will be set 
aside, called tree-planting week,” when 
the entire work of setting out the trees will 
be accomplished.

There are more than forty distinct we- 
cies ef lice which are a source of continuous 
annoyance to adult poultry as well as to 
the young chickens. The fact that the army 
of invaders is so numerous and variecated 
is of special moment and necessitates per- 
sistent. and continuous control practices. 
At present, when the prices of all feeds are 
abnormally high, it is particularly essential 
that the poultryman realize the maximum 
return from his expenditures for feedstuffs. 
To such an end it.is needful that all such 
unwelcome guests as lice, mites and other 
ravaging marauders be barred from the 
flock.

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PROMISING OUTLETS 
FOR WINE GRAPES. 


Grapes from the wine sections of Califor- 
nia are likely to find a number of outlets 
never thought of while the making and sell- 
ing of wine was permitted in the United 
States. Several such outlets were indicated 
by experiences during the vintage of 1919, 


_. according to specialists of the United States 


Department of Agriculture who recently 
visited the wine-grape regions. The prob 
lem, however, is still a big one. Not only 
the uses and markets to be found for the 
product of 175,000 acres of wine vineyards 
but for the considerable portions of table 
and raisin varieties that formerly were 
made into brandy... The leading variety of 
raisin grape, the Alexandria, usually has a 
- heavy second crop, which matures too tate 
for drying, and this was formerly used in 
drandy making. Of the leading shipping 
- grape, the Flame Tokay, only the dest clus- 
ters are usually shipped for table purposes, 
and the inferior clusters were converted in- 
to brandy. Now, other markets must be 
found for the culls of raisin and table grapes. 

During the past season there was a very 
heavy demand at high prices for anything 
that could be called grapes. Only a few 
growers, therefore, attempted experiments 
in finding new uses, and these few experi- 
ments were incomplete, but they indicate 
probably satisfactory results when they are 
more fully tried. 

At least 40,000 cars of fresh wine grapes 
were shipped into the eastern States and 
made into so-called nonalcoholic wines and 
grape syrup. A large gallonage of unfer- 
mented juices was made, a large per cent. 
being pasteurized and put up in fifty-gallon 
barrels. Much of this has already been 
shipped east. 

Considerable work was done in sun-drying 
and dehydrating wine grapes, and the prod- 
uct found a ready market at prices much 
higher than those paid for raisins. 

Important grape varieties that have been 
imported and tested by the United States 
Department of Agriculture have paved the 
way for some new features of the grape in- 
dustry. Among them are a number of va- 
rieties of shipping and storage grapes that 
are considered superior in every way to 
the varieties heretofore grown in this coun- 
try. Some of them ripen at the same time 
as varieties now grown. some earlier and 
some later, thus offering the opportunity for 
greatly extending the grape marketing and 
consuming season. In addition, a much 
larger demand for table grapes can be ere: 
ated than has existed up to this time, be- 
cause the new varieties have superior eat- 
ing qualities. One of these is annually im- 
ported from Europe in considerable quanti- 
ties In late winter and sold at high prices. 
It thrives so well in California that it could 
be sold at prices considerably under those 
of the imported and still net the 
grower a good profit.

Where there 
are vineyard plantings of resistant stock, 
they can be grafted to such varieties as are 
found most desirable. 


WHEN IN DOUBT AS 
10 PURITY OF SEED. 


There is but one factor in crop production 
over which the farmer has absolute control. 
Sunshine and moisture are matters that are 
wholly beyond his power of influence. 
Measurably he can control culture, but too 
much rain or too long a drought at a criti- 
cal time may place even that beyond his 
power. But no matter what happens the 
farmer can be sure that he is planting good 
seed—the kind of seed that, given a fair 
chance, will produce a full crop. He cannot 
afford to handicap himself at the outset by 
planting adulterated or dead seed—the kind 
of seed that cannot make a full crop. 

Practically all large seed houses now 
have facilities for testing the quality of all 
f | lets of seeds that they buy and sell. They 
} i have, therefo the information that the 

farmer needs. 

The farmer, however, may easily test 
seeds at home, when he believes this de- 
sirable: The younger members of the home 
circle should find such work not only com- 
paratively easy but very interesting. Test- 
ing of locally grown seed is aided by the

ly such apparatus is needed in making 
practical seed tests as enables one to use a 
weighed quantity of seed from the sample, 
to separate the pure seed from the foreign 
seeds and other impurities, to distinguish the 
character of the foreign seeds, and to make 
the germination test. 

Only by using a weighed quantity of seed 
can one determine the relative quantities 
of pure and of impure seeds in the sample. 
This requires a balance sufficiently sensi- 
tive to be moved by a small weight, such as 
that of a few clover seed. But a balance of 
this kind. designed to rest on the edge of a 
knife blade, can be made from two lead 
pencils, two cardboard disks, two pieces of 
wire, some rubber bands, a darning needle, 
a common brass pin, and two bits of board. 
The only equipment needed consists of a 
few BB shots, flattened. to be used as 
weights. With this balance, if the pure 
seed from a sample balances ten shots and 
the tmpurities balance one shot, the sample

An erroneous impression is held im some 
rural communities that an entirely new out- 
fit of implements must be bought when the“ 
tractor is purchased. There are, of coutse, | 
“tractor plows" on the market, and these 
are the result of careful study and expert 
ment on the part of competent engineers, 
and do their work well. But the tractor 
will pull the ordinary plows designed for 
use with horses, and do good work wit 
them. Some attention, however, must be 


paid to the hitch, and the line of drat fig- 
ures largely in the 


caleulations. 

The draft lines of a plow bottom are 
a fixed. Once the bottom is bought the hitch 
must be made so that this plow will be 
pulled im a certain way, a very definite 
way. The tractor, in other words, must be 
hitched to the plow so that the farmer is 

getting the very best work with the outfit. 
A test of whether the plow is properly 
hitched and working correctly is made by 
measuring the height of the furrow bank 
and the width of the furrow slice. If both 
are equal, the hitch is correct and the plow 
is doing all that it can do in the way of 
making a good seed bed. Of course the 
plows must be pulling parallel with the fur- 
row bank at the same time. if the plowing 
is not just what it might be when the 
height of the bank and the width of the 
slice are not the same, then the wrong kind 

of bottoms are being used. 
TRACTOR OFTEN BLAMED. 


Often the tractor is condemned by the 
farmer within the first half-hour of its use 
because of an improper hitch, which greatly 
multiplies the possibilities of a bad job of 
plowing. If the farmer cannot hit upon the 
right hitch himself, he should send for the 
tractor agent, who should be competent to 
do it for him. | 

As stated, there is a great difference be 
tween the center line of draft on a tractor 
and a team of horses, or one horse. The

BEEKEEPERS HOD 
ANNUAL MEETING. 


The California State Beekeepers’ Asso- 
elation held its thirty-first annual meeting 
February 6 and 7 in Library Hall, Exposi- 
tion Park, Los Angeles, with the largest 
attendance of any State meeting for sev- 
eral years. President A. K. Whiteside pre- 
sided over the sessions and Mrs. M. Gough 
Whiteside acted as chairman of the pro- 
gramme committee. 

In hig opening address President White- 
side took the ground that the State Asso- 
ciation convention was the place at which 
projects for future legislation for the bene- 
it of the bee industry should be threshed 
out and laid special stress on the need of 
uniform metheds tnroughout the State in 
conducting inspection of colonies and treat- 

bee diseases. 

Angeles County Inspector De Sellem 
read the report of the Legislative Commit- 
tee, which was adopted. . 

The project of a permanent exhibit of 
bee products in Exposition Park was taken 
up at the convention and several speeches 
were made in favor of the plan. A com? 
mittee was appointed to arrange for this 
exhibit, consisting of C. A. Schirm. L. L. 
Andrews, J. G. Gilstrap and M. H. Mendle- 
son. Chairman Schirm urged the members 
to send in articles for this exhibit as soon 
as possible, stating that he would pay 
transportation charges thereon. 

The Friday afternoon session was opened 
by L. L. Andrews of Corona, who gave a 
summary of the course in commercial bee- 
keeping recently held at Davis, Fresno, 
Riverside and San Diego. Farm Adviser 
Hodgson followed a talk on the wants of 
the Los Angeles County Farm Bureau. The 
session closed with a round table on “Queen 
Rearing.” led by M. E. Pritchard, chief 
queen breeder of the A. I. Root Company. 

Saturday morning, February 7, the new 
constitution, which was presented at the 
last annual meeting, was adopted, and no- 
tice was given of an amendment increasing 
the annual dues to one dollar, Instead of 
fifty cents. 


Then followed a round-table discussion 
on unfform methods of handling foul brood.

But “first in peace?” Not much peace had 
been allotted to him in the gruelling strug- 
gle, the heartbreaking ordeals, the more 
fiercely concentrated domestic conflict by 
which George Washington earned the high- 
er and nobler honor. 


In war he saved his countrymen from 
their enemies; in peace he saved them 
from themselves. 

The men who have succeeded splendidly 
in war may be counted by hundreds; the 
men who have succeeded splendidly in 
peace by tens; but for equally splendid 
success both in war and in peace one 
name alone has been written on the roster 
of fame. No wonder George Washington 
igs and ever will be “first in the hearts of 
his countrymen.” 


His Tremendous Energies 
Saved the Young Republic. 


T THE present time the peace victories 
} of George Washington deserve the 
emphasis they have so far never adequate- 
ly received. The tremendous energy of 
the one man who saved the new-born re- 
public from dying in childbed is of peculiar 
interest to us today because the whole 
world is just now facing a situation ana- 
lagous to that which existed among the 


States of America after the victory of 
Yorktown. 


From 1782 to 1788 civilization passed 
through a crisis on which the fate of world 
democracy depended. But for the cohesive 
influence of their national hero, the an- 
tagonisms and jealousies between the vie- 
torioug States, after the fight for general 
freedom had been won, would have frus. 
trated the consummation of the One 
Union under a common constitution, to the 
detriment of all free forms of government. 

Is it not so today? Do we not see among 
the allied nations, victors in the last war 
for democracy, the same antagonism, the 
same jealousies that threatened the na- 
tional life of America in 17827 War lead- 
ers were there to save the peoples once 
again from their enemies, but where are 
the peace leaders to save them from them- 
selves? 


Problems of Peace Fully as 
Strenuous as These of War. 


T NEEDS a general with supreme auth- 

ority to handle armies in war. It takes 
a leader with autocratic powers to bring 
order from the inevitable chaos that war 
leaves in its train.

Yorktown was but one step in the great 
work that the resolute Virginian had set 
himself to accomplish. After that, he had 
the far harder task of gathering together a 
group of petty republics and welding them 
into a composite whole. This, with the aid 
of strong, fearless and practical men of his 
own fiber, he finally accomplished. But 
before the end was gained he bore scars of 
a strugele harder to endure than those he 
received in the darkest days of the revolu- 
tion. 

The impatience, and even irritability, 
that he displayed in later life were the d.. 
rect consequences of the vengmous and 
virulent attacks on his personal character 
made by the yellow press of Philadelphia 
and New York. Is it any wonder that after 
an especially vitriolic outburst from the 
“bitter enders” of those days he told his 
friend, Alexander Hamilton, “I would

The 
trickle from a hundred snowfields conspires 
to carve the features of a Yomesite: the 
mighty onrush of waters mobilized from 
three points of the compass swirls down 
through the centuries, grappling with gran- 
ite and slate, to give us a Grand Canyon. 

Southern California abounds in masterful 
examples of the constructive work of ero- 
sion. Perhaps the most unique of these is 
the Arroyo Seco, a canyon born in the 
mountainous silences of the Sierra Madre 
range and twisting down the coastal slope 
into the very heart of Los Angeles to lose 
itself in the steel-ribbed maze of the rail- 
road yards and the bustle of business and 
manufacture. 


Gravel Pits and Rubbish Dumps 


Give Poor Promise. 


EW of the commuters who ride in to the 

business district each day from High- 
land Park and Garvanza think of the sandy 
gap paralleling Dayton avenue, as possessed 
of romantic possibilities of unusual scenic 
beauties. To them it appears a dreary suc- 
cession of gravel pits and rubbish dumps 
converging with the channel of the so-called 
Los Angeles River near the Avenue 20 
bridge. 

But for the curious soul who will don the 
seven-league boots of the hiker and trace 
this queer water-made wound upon the 
earth's surface through its curved wander 
ings to its nestling place among the peaks 
a story-book world is waiting. 

Along its course are to oe found tke 
hovels of the poor and tne frowning va 
aces of Pasadena miflionaires, the com- 
fortable bungalows of the middleclass and 
the huts of those who glean a mean exis 
tenee from mulling over the junk dumps. 
Rooted in its soil are the straggly eTorte 
of the afteroffice-hours gardener and the 
aristocratic importations of the Buseh Gar 
dens, one of the most noted beauty spots on 
the globe. It is spanned at several points 
by makeshift wooden bridges—gaunt, un- 
sightly and unsafe. At another spot the 
great Colorado street bridge has been flung 
from bank to bank, a mammoth concrete 
structure which, with its curved roadway 
and widespread arches, stands as an endur 
ing tribute to the constructive ingenuity of 
man. In short, the Arroyo is @ series of 
parodoxes, a bundle of extremes, a cross 
section of human existence. 


Little to Indicate Wild Rash of 
Waters in Wet Seasons. 


ET us hasten past the unlovely dumps 

and sand-dredging plants for a Morrie 
chair excursion up the remainder of this 
little known bit of Southern California. The 
stream-bed is dry, almost dusty, as we plod 
forward sidestepping countless boulders; 
but as we reach the Mt. Washington dis 
trict huge cement walls spring up on either 
side, massive and formidable, to remind us 
that this parched, “upside down” water- 
course ig capable of doing untold damage 
once its great throat is filled with the rains 
and melted snow of the up-country. 

The people of this district still speak 
with bated breath of the great flood of 1914 
when, v lore the protective walls had been 
thrown ug, the Arroyo changed overnight 
from a series of half-empty water holes to 
a rushing, seething caldron of peril, crum- 
pling more than a score of houses, roaring 
its sullen deflance, drowning the cries of 
its victims. Homesites that men had la- 
bored for years to gain were obliterated in 
as many hours, huge sycamores were up- 
rooted and ground to splinters by the churn- 
ing waters which rolled great boulders about 
as easily as the wind dallies with chat. 


Almost an entire week passed before the 


channel spewed out the great muddy 
draught that had caused it to go amuck. 
Above the roar of the waters there séunded 
occasioaally the dull, hollow boom 
of andther dwelling toppling into 
clysm.

Stately Southwest Museum 
Crowns Lofty Eminence. 


N THIS same zone, guarded by the green 

foothills and chaperoned by the stately 
bulk of the Southwest Museum we fiad Syca- 
more Grove, a park spot favored for State 
and society picnics and outdoor functions. 
Close-by is a sure nut movie studio, vacant 
at present but fornierly occupied by the old 
Lubin Company and afterwards famous as 
the cradle of the Helen Howmes railroad 
films. Here the Salt Lake track parallels 
the north bank of the Arroyo, furnishing 
convenient facilities for the filming of thrill- 
ing mail car robberies and other railroad 
escapades. The abandoned depot “sets” vie 
for attention with the unique cobblestone 
castle and Indian settlement blonging to 
Charles F. Lummis situated nearby. 

From this point the course swings slight- 


bend we come upon Mineral Park with 
its queer religious encampment and huge 
barn of a meeting hall. On the south bank 
is located the famous Cawston Ostrich Farm 
with its large collection of curious. birds, 
equipped with rubber necks and steel giz 
zards that are capable of digesting oranges 
swallowed whole-—peeling and wrapper as 
we'l it desired. Nearvy, on the Garvanza 
side, is the timy entrance to a cave which 
was made famous by the press several years 
ago. It seems that the place was discovered 
by a youth gifted with rare powers of exag- 
geration and expansion who immediately 
notified one of the newspapers of his Chris. 
topher Columbusing operations. A ascribe 
and cameraman arrived on the gallop but, 
sad to relate, found that the entrance to the 
cave was a “perfect 36.“ non-negotiable to 
the wearer of a forty-inch belt. The word 
of the youthful explorer was taken and the 
report gained credence that a second Mam- 
moth Cave had been discovered extending 
under the entire northeastern portion of the 
city—a huge cavern containing limpid pools 
tenanted by fish without eyes and distant 
recesses infested with bats. These state- 
ments have not been disproved since the 
few hardy souls who have entered the cave 
were forced to withdraw almost immediate- 
ly because of foul air. 

We are getting closer to the mountains 
now. Threading through a series of dairies 
and rude corrals that smack of the old days 
we soon come upon the entrancing Busch 
Gardens, developed by the late Adolphus 
Busch. This remarkable display, contain- 
ing species imported from every corner of 
the world, is one of the many powerful mag

fornia. The banks along this portion of the 


claim our attention. From the stream 
this great structure panels off the ridges of 
the Sierra Madre into a series of vivid 
views, induplicable by even the most tal- 
ented. manipulator of brush and tubes. 
Clambering up the steep slope to the road- 
way atop the bridge we are confronted with 
one of the most remarkable views to be 
had in this pictureland of the South. In 
the immediate foreground is the prim 
greenery of Brookside Park. Several miles 
in the distance the walls of the canyon con 
strict to form the narrow, rock-walled gorte 
known as Devil's Gate while. towering in 
the background mothering the green and 
gold of the foothills is the Sierra Madre, 
wall of living, glewing blue and purple. He 
who tarries for the sunset will w'tness a re 
markable panorania of light affd shade, the 
riotous colors of parting day gradually furl. 
ing the blue robe of the range and leaving 
its great bulk stark and black in the twt- 
light. At night the lights on Mt. Lowe and 
Mt. Wilson are worth another visit to this 
spot. 


Mammoth Dam io Impound . 
Waters at Devil's Cate. 


T DEVIL’S GATE operations are under 

way for the construction of a mam- 
moth dam to impound the mountain waters 
in a huge natural reservoir, provided by the 
remarkable width and depth of the Arroyo 
channel just above the “gate.” The space 
to be covered by this great artificial lake i 
about three miles long and fully a mile 
wide, the canyon walls at this point tower- 
img several hundred feet. At present this 
bottom and. is covered with chaparral and 
criss-crossed with dusty wagon roads and 
tralls. Several abandoned wells and mine 
shafts are hidden in the stubbly growth of 
this typically, western sunken area. Even 
in this adva day and age one would not 
think it incongruous to come upon a stage- 
edach and four being pursued along one of 
these rutted roads by a band of heavily- 
mustached villains who had concealed them- 
selves in the chaparral. And occasionally 
this does occur when the movie makers are 
taking “49 stuff. 

Leaving what has jokingly been called the 
Bret Harte country we break into the An- 
geles Forest Reserve and the wonderland of 
the upper Arroyo Seco. Soon we come upon 
a talkative little stream that has all the su- 
periative qualities the poets tell about. The 
trail is wide and improved for carriage and 
automobile use for about eight miles. We 
must cross the stream often, nearly seventy. 
five times in the course of a morning’s walk. 
At every bend we come upon a new vista 
of woodland, stream and hill—our progress 
is a package of surprises, each growing 
more delectable as we press on toward the 
heart of the range. Every few hundred feet 
cabins are to be seen. built upon ground 
rented from the government by people who 
are wise enough to spend their weekend 
and bolidays away from the madding 
throng. There is no perceptible grade to 
the trafl yet and soon we come to Camp 
Oake Wilde, where the Divide ie situkted. 
Here the Arroyo and Dark Canyon course 
off into the wilderness in opposite direc- 
tions. the cabins are fewer and the marks 
of man less evident.

The 
girl was also told unless she went along 
peaceably the chief of police would be called 
and he would forcibly take her to the health 
office. Rarely did these threats fail of their 
object. Poor girls, or girls without one or 
both parents, were usually selected. 

“What could they do? What would nine 
of every ten women do in such circum- 
stances? 

“And once a girl was in the tolls of these 
medical degenerates, where was her repu- 
tation? A stigma was placed on her never 
to be entirely removed.” 

This is worse than “Darkest Russia.” 

Werbert Spencer, in his “Studies of So- 
ciology.” describes the campaign that ted 
to the passage in England of the Contagious 
Disease Act. England gave it a good trial 
and it proved a dismal failure. In 1886 the 
act was repealed, after being in existence 
twenty yeara. 

In 1913 the British Parliament again took 
up the subject of venereal diseases, and ap- 
pointed a commission to make an inveati- 
gation. The investigation covered a period 
of two years and over 25,000 inquiries. Then 
the commission reported, declaring com- 
pulsory registration and medical notification 
of infected persons was a failure, and ad- 
vising against any laws on the subject. It 
recommended the education of the people 
as to the seriousness of these diseases and 
the methods of their transmission, and that 
the government provide the best opportunt- 
ties possible for the examination and treat- 
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bility of genius. 

“The maestero is possessed of a sublime 
frenzy, during which his nominal personal- 
ity forsakes him and he is transfigured by 
genius,” testified Pastor. 

“In a paroxysm of inspiration, he falls 
the tragic prey to the tyranny of his art, 
and his faculty of distinguishing good from 
bad is subordinated. His inhibitory nerves 
are completely paralyzed.” * 

Allowances should be made for men 
women who are cursed with creative genius, 
but a line must be drawn between harmless 
ebullitions of temper and dangerous out- 
breaks. 

A painter, or an actor, or a writer may 
be excused from being brusque, but when 
they begin to throw things at people, or try 
to murder their wives, it is time to call a 
halt. 


Cate hing Disease. 
EPARTMBENTS devoted to health have 
become quite general among the lead- 
ing newspapers of the country. The Chi- 
cago Tribune has a column headed “How to 
Keep Well.” It is edited by a physician— 
doubtless an “eminent” physician, for a 
paper of the standing of the Tribune would 
certainly employ no other. 

Recently a correspondent, writing to the 
“How to Keep Well” column, asked the 
Tribune doctor: “Is it true that a person 
in good health, never suffering Trom indi- 
gestion or constipation, need have no fear 
of typhoid germs?” - 

To this the ethical person Made reply as 
follows, thusly, to-wit:

A word may be added as to the persistence 
of beliefs connecting the moon, with the 
weather. These are the most prevalent of 
the moon superstitions, and to a certain ex- 


tent ther are fostered by science itself. Me- 


teorologists are, to this day, at loggerheads 
as to what, if any, atmospheric fluctuations 
(aside from the undoubted but insignificant 
atmospheric tides, due to the combined pull 
of sun and moon) are attributable to the 
moon. The subject is a safe one for the 
trained man of science to discuss; but when 
the layman injects his opinions into the dis- 
cussion, the results are sure th be fantastic. 
The very fact that the most patient Investi- 
gations have failed to establish conclusively 
the existence of any lunar period in the 
weather shows that, if the moon does affect 
the weather, its influence must be infinitesi- 


ever, is overlooked by the public, and contro- 
vefsies in reputable scientific circles have 
undoubtedly created the popular impression 
the whole subject of the moon’s infiu- 
on the weather is far from settled. 
Lastly, sham science, which the public 
mistakes for the real article, is qa most ne- 


way responsible for this absurd 


reeviietion, which bears his name.
